Applicant argues that the triggering in Snow does not accomplish the claimed function. In response, the claimed initiation signal is broad 
enough to read on the fact that the service PC 14 and server 16 communicate in real time in Snow (see column 2, lines 64-67) and that 
collection of data is triggered by data events (see column 8, line 52-column 9, line 2). 

Applicant argues that there is no showing of a separate compatibility documentation server and a configuration document server in Snow. 
However, this limitation is not reflected in the claim language. 
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
